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TREATING FENCE POSTS 

Timber for posts can 
tained from thinning 
stands of timber, clearing 
pasture or cropland, and remoyv- 
ing undesirable timber from 
‘woodlands. 

“Only sound posts are fit 
treatment”, warns County Agent 
Speed. He says that timber must 
ibe peeled thoroughly, 
inner bark to prevent penetra- 
tion of the preservative. 

After cutting and peeling, the 
posts should be piled or stacked 
for 60 to 120 days so that air will

circulate freely around each post | 


until dry. 

The simplest and cheapest me- 
thod of treatment is the “Cold 
Soak” method. Use an oil base 
preservative such as 5 per cent 
pentacholorphenol or coal-tar 
creosote mixed with kerosene, 
distillate, fuel oil, or diesel oil. 

Speed says that he will assist 
farmers in setting up the home 
method of treatment.

The object in this clinic is to 
train 4-H boy and adults the im- 
portance and the methods of 
servicing farm tractors on the 
farm, There are many tractors 
replacing animal power on the 
farms in Coffee County, which 
makes it imperative that farm- 
ers using tractors, and those who 
plan to use tractors be instruct- 
ed in the proper care and main- 
tenance of their tractor, if good 
service is to be obtained. A tra- 
ctor, given proper care and 
maintenance on the farm will 
last from 8 to 12 years, whereas 
one not properly cared for will 
last only two or three years. 

This clinic will consist wholly 
of tractor maintenance and saf- 
ety. No mechanical work will be 
involved. 
| Some of the maintainance 
jobs the 4-H boys and the adults 
will work on are air cleaner ser- 
i vice, spark plug and battery ser- 
vice, cooling system, and engine 
lubrication service, plus instruc- 
‘tions on safety.

Mr. Garrett said he had talked 
with two other dealers in the 
county and neither of them 
even knew the county had been | 
in the market for a truck, and 
had not been asked for bids. 

Mr. Garrett pointed out that 
his complaint was not against 
the purchase of this truck alone, 


but was against the procedure 
used, whether trucks or other 
material was being purchased. 
He pointed out that such pro- 
cedure is not proper and is not 
in accordance with the best in- 
‘terests of the County. He re- 
quested that all future orders of 


material and equipment be ad-|- 


vertised and competitive bids be 
received from interested firms, 
regardless of what the item was 
that was being purchased. The 
Judge said that such procedure 
would be used. 

Judge English, when _ inter- 
viewed later, said that dealers 
have been notified and bids re- 
ceived before the court made 
purchases. He said that in recent 
years at times some of the deal- 
ers could not submit bids be- 
cause they could not supply the 


equipment, due to the shortage 
of such items. However, he said, 
all bids have been considered 
i'when dealers could furnish 
equipment that could be used. 
|He also said he was glad the 
time was at hand when the acute 
shortages were over and all dea- 
lers could furnish equipment.
